A University Professor has been 
Called and has Accepted a Pro­ 
fessorship at Harvard. 


University Notes. 


There is rejoicing among the stu­ 
dents 
interested in debating at the 
State University over the change which 
Senator George C. Perkins has made 
in the t e r m of his gift to the speakers 
on the annual 
intercollegiate 
debate. 
Shortly after the last debate, 
which 
«ra» held in April, the Senator set 
aside $600, $100 of which was to go 
to the. best speaker on each side in the 
annual debates between California and 
Stanford for the next three years. T h e 
boys down the bay thought this would 
encourage the speakers to try to excel 
individually and would greatly 
injure 
team 
work. 
Accordingly they pro­ 
posed to the California men that the 
Senator be requested to change the 
conditions of the gift whereby the $100 
would be divided equally among the 
three debaters on each side. 
This 
Idea, however, did not meet with favor 
in JJgrkeley and the Berkeley students 
jnade the proposlt ion that the whole 
$200 be divided equally among the 
members of tha winning team. T h e 
Stanford* accepted the proposition and 
Senator Perkins has consented to make 
the change as requested. 


Although no small amount of glory 
is to be received by winning a debate 
for one's college, still it is thought that 
with 
$66 66 2-3 glittering before a 
man's eyes, to be his in the tvent of 
victory, the average collegian would be 
induced to make even grenter 
sacri­ 
fices to win. 
At any rate, the students 
at both Universities are taking to de­ 
bating with a will and both are deter­ 
mined to win the honors of the foren­ 
sic contest. 
T h e question for the next 
intercollegiate will be chosen at the be­ 
ginning of the next college ttrYn. At 
the University of California 
prepara 
tions are now being made for the 
Trilby debate which will occur tomor­ 
row night.

In the old days, when the 
"old guard'' nourished in this city, 
Trefethen was a power in politics. 'The 
position he held at West Oakland for 


so many years was one ol responsibil­ 
ity and commanded a good salary. 
Several months ago Mrs. 'Trefethen 
commenced an action for a divorce 
against her lnisband and astounded 
her (fiends by making many 
sensa­ 
tional iliaiges. 
She had 110 liouble in 
sec tiring a decree and permanent ali 
mony. 


A lew days ago Mr. 'Trefethen got 
into an unpleasant quarrel with a man 
employed 111 the yards on account of 
the lattor's wife. 
He was accused of 
inteifering in the family affairs ol the 
parties, and this led to a fistic encoun 
ter. 
The matter was called to the at 
tenlion of the railroad officials, but did 
rx*t get inlo the courts. 


Machado Wins. 


'The jury, which for two long, weary 
weeks has been listening to the tesii 
mony in the suit o f |. T. Mdchado 
against the county of Alameda, re 
tinned a veidict foi the plaintiff Tues­ 
day 
evening. 
Machado 
sued for 
$3000 damages, which he claimed he 
had 
sustained by the building of a 
culvert in front o f his premises

How of his orchard. 


The jury gave him a verdict for 
$900. 
'The case has been on trial for 
seventeen days, and has been an ex­ 
pensive bit o f litigation. 
The jury 
fees amount to $.596, the court re­ 
porter has been 
paid $165, and the 
mileage figures up to $69.50. Be­ 
sides this there is a host of witnesses' 


on both sides yet to be paid.

The Hawaiian Cable Project. 


Chicago, Dec. 5.—A special to a 


local paper says: 


Senator Hale's project which had its 
origin at the last session, for the es­ 
tablishment of a cable line between 
this country and Hawaii, under Gov­ 
ernment control, is to be pushed on­ 
ward again this 
(winter, and, it is be­ 
lieved, with a chance of success. 


'The original proposition 
passed the 
Senate/ in the consular and diplomatic 
bill, but was left out in the house on 
account of the President's animosit 
sentiment that developed, it was alleg- ' 
ed, out of the criticism passed 
upon 
the executive in connection with the 
Hawaiian situation. 


Senator Hale has prepared a new 
bill, which he will introduce at an early 
date. 
It is learned that the Hawaiian 
Government, desirous of the establish­ 
ment of this cable 
connection, has 
guaranteed a subsidy of $40,000 a year. 


This makes the propect of enacting 
the new measure more favorable than 
ever. 


It is the determination of the friends 
of the movement that this Government 
shall absolutely control the project, but 
owing to the subsidy granted by the 
Islands the scope of the bill will be 
modified in such a way as to provide 
for a subsidized line not built by the 
Government, but at the disposition of 
the United States at both ends.
